High School Bond Issue Boosters Restate 
Need for Yes’ Votes on Feb. 19 Ballots — 


With date for balloting on the 

Sequoia High School District’s 
$3,200,000 bond issue election less 
than a month away, school district 
administrators and boosters for 
the bond issue this week issued a 
“fact sheet” designed to help il- 
lustrate need for the measure’s 
passage. 
_ The sum, parts of which already 
have been earmarked for specific 
projects, is designed to help fi- 
nance the district’s goal of a new 
high school every two years for 
the next 10 years. 

Of the total, $2,700,000 has been 
allocated to finance construction 
of the district’s fourth high school 
plant; $440,000 has been set aside 
for a site acquisition and $60,- 
000 has been set aside for an ad- 
ministrative building. 

The balloting itself will take 
place Feb, 19, at polling places 
throughout the high school dis- 
trict. In Redwood Elementary 
School district, another bond is- 
sue election will also be held 
concurrently. 

Citing facts and figures, howev- 
er, the fact sheet indicates that 
the affact on the tax rate will be 

negligible, even if both bond is- 
sues pass, the rate hike will be 
only $.02 per $100 assessed valu- 
ation. 

According to figures garnered 
by Dr. Clyde Ogden, superintend- 
ent of schools for the district, Se- 
quoia’s classroom housing  pro- 
blem is more intense than that of 
other high school agencies in the 
county, because it’s the biggest 
district. 

MOST STUDENTS 

A total of 46.3 per cent of all the 
high school students in the coun- 
ty reside in the Sequoia district, 
which extends from Belmont to 
San Francisquito creek and from 
the edge of San Francisco bay to 
Skyline boulevard. 

The problem continues to grow. 

In 1940 the district had 1781 
students; today there are 4390. 

‘This means an increase in the stu- 
dent population of more than 10 
per cent a year for the past 13 
years. 


Predictions indicate that 
things are going to get worse, 
rather than better, unless 


prompt action is taken. Accord- 

ing to one survey, the district’s 

student population may grow to 

5784 students by 1955, 8255 by 

1957 and 12,359 by 1960. 

Most of the children which will 
be in high school in the latter 
year, moreover, are already at- 
tending classes in the 39 elemen- 
tary schools in the high school dis- 
trict’s area. 

The problem would be more in- 
tense, bond issue boosters aver, 
except for the fact that the dis- 
trict is relatively “rich.” Accord- 
ing to the fact sheet: 

RICHEP. THAN EVER 

“The California Taxpayers’ as- 
sociation reports that San Mateo 
county is richer than ever in as- 
sessable property. The county 
now has $445,282,473 on the tax 
rolls. This is 108 per cent more 
than in 1949-50 or an increase of 
21 per cent each year for the past 
five years.” 

During the same period, says 
the fact sheet, assessed valuation 
of the high school district has 
grwn 126 per cent: from $76,031,- 
938 to $172,132,532. 

“More schools, both elemen- 
tary and high schools, are need- 
ed everywhere in California, 
particularly in San Mateo coun- 
ty and more particularly in the 
Sequoia high school district,” 
the fact sheet concludes, “be- 
cause school enrollments are 
growing faster than elsewhere.” 

Turning attention to building 

costs, the fact sheet indicates that 

the cost of construction is con- 
stantly rising. 

Too, land in acreage large en- 
ough to accommodate a_ high 
school is becoming increasingly 
searce throughout the area, as 
subdividers continue to build new 
homes which in turn provide 
more children to be educated. A 
high school site must be at least 
85 acres in extent, according to 
Ogden; smaller sites are “crowd- 
ed.”

Last week the second proposed 
assessment project brought before 
the city council for public hearing 
in the last 12 months was protest- 
ed out by a negative vote repre- 
senting about 54.per cent of the 
property involved. The assessment 
district law: under, which we pro- 
ceed: requires that most of the en- 
gineering be: done before the pro- 
test hearing is held. 

The city is out-of-pocket: these 
engineering costs when the pro- 
ject fails to win approval. While 
not more than about one out of 
five has failed.in the 12 years I 

have been on the council, it is 
important: that. we seek to re:

When a_ proposed project is 
brought to the attention of ‘the 
council, it is almost always under 
the sponsorship of a resident or 
group of residents in the area to 
be benefitted. The council seeks 
assurance that a majority of the 
property owners will support the 
proposition, usually requiring 
that an affirmative petition be 
brought in. 

In last week’s case we. believed 
that we had the assurance of: the 
support of a majority of the pro- 
perty owners. We were told after 
the meeting that one of the larger 
ones had changed his mind, and 
worked. actively in obtaining sig- 
natures against it. We could not 
foresee that sort of thing. 

The one that failed last year 
had a 60 per cent affirmative 
sign-up on the petition and a 
75 per cent protest. Here there 
was a misunderstanding as .to 
the scope of the work and the 
cost. The council resolved thence- 
forward to require an estimate 
of the cost to be included in 
affirmative petitions. 

The third instanee I recall of 
assessment proceedings being pro- 
tested out was, I believe, about 
three years ago. We were told 


not willing to undertake the ob- 
taining of an affirmative petition, 
but that if the proceedings were 
initiated by the council the project 
would probably have a large ma-
